tradition. As a "newcomer" of 
five or six years, it has become 
apparent lo us that it has been 
a tradition carefully preserved.

you. It does, however, preclude 
radical changes in the park land- 
scape without some consideration 
of the board's policies — and the 
budget. The paik board's recent 
mild hassle, we think, stems from 
lack of liaison between the mem- 
bers. One must remember that the 
board is a conservative group; it 
adheres to tradition very strongly. 


A recently-approved ordinance 


bringing all alterations to the 
park system under the Scrutiny 
of the board as a whole, will go 
a long \vay to smooth out the 
present difficulties.

CBS Reporter Bares Past 
Red Association? Espionage 


WASHINGTON l.iP—Winston M. Burdett. now a news correspondent 


for the Columbia Broadcasting System, told senate investigators today 
he once was a Communist and had engaged in espionage abroad. 


Burdett, testifying before the 


Senate Internal Security subcom- 
mittee, said he joined the Commu- 
nist party in August, 193", while 
working on the B r o o k l y n Daily 
Eagle. He said he bioke witn the 
party in March, 1942. 


Sen. Eastland (D-Miss). the sub- 


committee chairman, asked Bui- 
dett if he had ever engaged in 
espionage. 


"I did. sir."' replied Burden.. 
"When"" asked Eastland. 
"After I went abroad in Febru- 


ary, 1910," Burdett replied, adding 
that he had asked to go to Finland 
on an assignment that would be 
"useful" to the Communist paity. 
After i caching Europe, he said, he 
was contacted by the Communist

Dixon's phone system has long 


been considered

most modern in the nation. Sub- 
scribers are given free dial serv- 
ice to five surrounding communi- 
ties. Eldena, Nachusa, Grand De- 
tour, Nelson and Woosung. In ad- 
dition, all party line phones fea- 
ture independent ringing. Also a 


featuie. is the automatic six-min- 
ute cut-off device, to prevent a 
"tie-up" of party or private Imea. 


Currently, Dixon's toll system is 


considered quite modern. Local 
operators, once the number is 
placed, dial exchanges throughout 
the countiy and subsequently the 
personal number. The new system 
will eliminate the operator's dial- 
ing. 


Phone Use Jumps

In addition to this seasonal var- 
ation, weather changes' can make 
the test different from day to day. 
Tou can expect the test to be low- 
er on a hot-humid day than on a 
ool day. Changes in feed or man- 
agement practices may also effect 
at percentage. Putting cows out 


f> pasture usually lowers the fat 
est but increases milk flow. For 
hat reason, the amount of butter- 
at you produce will stay up. High 
olume is more important to your 
dairy's business than high test. 
Another factor in lower butterfat 
est is incomplete milking. The 
itrippings are much higher in fat 
nan the rest of the milk. Leaving 
he high test milk may increase 
he test of th« following milking. 


Just a word of caution to herd 


owners. The brucellosis testing 
deadline of July 1st will soon be 


here. Farmers, who have not yet 
met the requirement to have their 
herds blood tested right away, 
should do so now. Testing now 
will not only let you meet the re- 
quirement for marketing Grade 
A milk, but you will be able to

How well do Ogle County soils 


respond to soil treatment? This will 
be shown on several demonstration 
plots throughout the county this 
summer. Farmers are encouraged 
to keep an eye on the demonstra- 
tion plots and to compare them 
with each other and with the crops 
on their own farms. 


Three of our 
demonstration 


plots show the varying effect of 
the rate of a nitrogen application. 
Fifty pounds. 100 pounds and 150 
pounds of nitrogen was the treat- 
ment applied on the following 
farms: Yemen Cassens. Polo: H. 
T. Thomas. Oregon; and Elmer 
Hayes, Kings. 
Other plant food was tested at 


the August Lewis farm, Stillman 
Valley, and Leslie Ludwig, Es- 
mond. On these two demonstration 
plots you will notice the response 
to rock phosphate, superphosphate, 
starter fertilizer and manure. Al- 
though the plots will show the re- 
sults of fertilizers more plainly, 
they will also show the value of 
testing soil. In cases where fertili- 
zer has been used, the amount has 
been determined by a soil test. 
Don't overlook that fact when you 
study the plots. Without the test, 
we would be "shooting in the 
dark." In some cases, putting on 
more fertilizer than was needed 
and all that we put on over our 
needs would just lie there. It would 
not all be wasted, but it would take 
several years to get your money 
back. If we did not put on enough, 
our yields would be cut. 
* * * 


Now is the time you should be 


checking your corn fields for egg 
masses and If treatment is justi- 
fied, make plans to spray for 
com borer. If your corn is 25 
inrhes tall or taller and averages 
100 egg masses to 100 plants, 
tn-atment will be justified. Egg 
laying will go on for a moderate 
rate. However, these unhatched 
egg masses should be treated. 


soon if you expect to control 
corn borer damage. 
Plan to spray or dust 10 to 14 


days after the first hatch of borers. 
Reasonably good control is obtained 
when the treatment is made as 
early as eight days after the first 
hatching. At a later time, borers 
will have burrowed into the stalks 
and treatment will be less effec- 
tive. 


Thn control of the early season 


borers is most important. DDT is 
the most effective material. It is 
easy to get and relatively inexpen- 
sive. In any form — dust, wetable 
powder or an emulsifiable solution 
— it should be'applied at a rate to 
deliver I1* to l*i pounds of actual 
DDT per acre. To put on in these 
amounts, it will take 25 to 30 
"pounds of five per cent dust, three 
pounds of 50 percent wettable pow- 
der or three quarts of 25 percent 
emulsifiable solution.

Whether the West will bfe entirely convinced this is a 


sincere posture remains to be seen. Certainly the free na- 
tions would like to believe it. • But Moscow's admitted gains 
in exploiting some common ground with Tito may have dam- 
aged his position as an extra nucleus of defense against 
Russia.

The Doctor Says 


Surgery for Hemorrhoids 
Improved in Recent Years 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN. M.D. 


Hemorrhoids, or piles, are en- 


larged veins which develop at or 
near the outlet of the rectum. The 
enlargements often occur in clus- 
ters. At first they appear and dis- 
appear. They may come on grad- 
ually or suddenly. A sudden strain, 
such as lifting some heavy object 
or a bad attack of constipation, can 
bring on the trouble. 


tunately. though hemorrhoids cause 
a lot of discomfort, they do not in- 
crease the chances of developing 
cancer. 


Blockage of the flow of blood 


through the hemorrhoidal veins 
favors the development of piles. 
Many factors are involved: Long- 
continued severe couhmg. child- 
birth, the muscular strain of heavy 
lifting, athletics, or constipation. 


OFTEN THE FIRST symptom 


of piles is the presence of blood on 
the outside of the stool without 
pain. Other common early signs 
are itching or slight pain, espec- 
ially on straining Bleeding is us- 
ually slight at first, but can gel 
so bad that it can cause anemia. 
Ulcer?, or cracks m the skm or 
cu^ou? membrane around the rec- 
tum often develop in a long-con- 
tinued case. Such complications 
are often pamiul.

Cafls It Most Important 
Legislation in Our Time 


By ROGER LANE 


SPRINGFIELD, 111, (Si — A new 


pattern of apportionment in the Illi- 
nois General Assembly giving Chi- 
cago and Cook County control of 
the House was signed into la-w 
Tuesday by Gov. Stratton. 


Stratton signed the historic bill 


which changed legislative districts 
the first time in a half century 
despita discovery of «. technical 
flaw. 


He was advised by Atty. Gen. 


Latham Castle that the defect is 
not serious and should not jeopar- 
dize the act's validity. 


Just before taking up his pen, 


the governor told assembled legis- 
lative leaders ''this unquestionably 
is one of the basically most im- 
portant pieces of legislation enact- 
ed in this state in our time." 


Effective In 1956 


The reapportionment, taking ef- 


fect n the 1956 primary, carves out 
58 Senate and 59 separate new 
representatives districts to replace 
the 51 existing districts each elect- 
ing a senator and three House 
members. 


It was wrought by tha Assembly 


after a long, sometimes tense and 
bitter struggle in which sitting law- 
makers strove to preserve the ter- 
ritorial basis for their political 
fcower. 


Because of the mandate of a 1S54 


constitutional amendment setting 
up new apportionment require- 
inents, some of them were destined 
to failure. 


The flaw in the bill affects the 


1st Senatorial and 3rd Representa- 
tive districts in Cook County. The 
bill contained a reference to the 
Township of Cicero instead of the 
technically correct designation of 
Town of Chicago. 


JS'ot Serious 


Castle said the boundaries of the 


town are the same as the former 
township, abolished in 1867. 


"This defect appears not be ser- 


ious," Castle said in a formal opin 
ion. He added that in the light of 
court rulings on similar questions 
there was "little 
doubt" 
that 


"Township" would be construed to 
mean "town." 


In the 1947 congressional reap- 


portionment there was a reference 
to the Village of Stickney where 
the Legislature meant the Town- 
ship of Stickney. The Supreme 
Court, taking notice of the legisla- 
tive intent, upheld the law. 


House and Senate leaders who 


steered the remapping bill through 
the Assembly witnessed signing of 
the bill. Television cameras record 
ed the event in the reception cham 
ber of the governor's office. 


The 1954 constitutional change 


provided that unless ihe apportion- 
ment was completed by Thursday 
mid-night the job of remapping 
would be lurried over to a special 
commission, something nine of the 
assemblymen wanted. 


What It Does 


The new lineup increases the 


number of Senate districts by 7 and 
the number of House districts by 


8, providing for a total of 31 new 
Assembly seats. 


In 1957, the House will have 177 


members, instead of the 153 pro- 
vided under the 1901 apportion- 
ment, necessitating a one-million 
dollar remodeling of its quarters 
on the Statehouse third floor. The 
Senate will have 58 seats instead 
of 51. 


In the Senate, the 101 downstate 


counties will have 34 representa- 
tives to 24 from Cook County. The 
Cook quota will include 18 from 
Chicago and 6 from the area rim- 
ming'the city boundaries. 


Thirty of the House districts are 


laid out in Cook County compared 
with 29 in 
downstate. Twenty 


three of the Cook districts are in 
Chicago, seven the country town 
area. 


Thus, a surrender of House con- 


.rol by downstate which tradition- 
lly has dernoniated both branches 
s assured at least until 1963 when 
he Constitution says House dis- 
ricts again must be redrawn on 
. population basis. The Senate dis- 
ricts, determined primarily by 
,rea. are frozen. 


With downstate losing 9 House 
eats, some veteran lawmakers are 
hrown by the reshuffle into com- 
petition for re-eJection. About 25 
members are mathematically cer- 
ain of having to relinquish their 
eats, although some are expected 
to jump to the Senate. 


Senate Kills 
Sparkler Bill 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. 13?)— A bill 


which would have banned most 
types of sparklers was killed Tues- 
day in the Illinois Senate. 


The action came on a voice vote 


on motion of Sen. William Connors 
iD-Chicagoi after he had failed to 
amend the bill to include all spar- 
klers. 


As passed by the House, the 


measure would have prohibited the 
sale of sparklers with the excep- 
tion of one type-, not 
containing 


magnesium, which is manufac- 
tured by a Bloomington firm.

He 
said the program to build to a 137- 
wing Air Force (from a present 
strength of 121 wings! has not been 
changed, although "it must con- 
stantly be rcvaluated in the light 
of growing Communist capabili- 
ties."

He said the North American

The research and de- 
velopment, he said, "is turning 
out newer and better fighters and 
missiles at a steady rate." 


Sen. Jackson (D-Wash). chair- 


man of a military applications 
subcommittee of the Joint Con- 
gressional A t o m i c Committee, 
made public a lengthy 'letter to 
Wilson, saying he feared Russia 
"will be our unquestionable super- 


iors in air power" within a few 
years. 


At the Pentagon, a spokesman 


said Jackson's letter had been re- 
ceived and referred to various of- 
ficials for preparation of a reply. 


Jackson expressed special con- 


ci-.ru uv\r Soviet prepress in de- 
veloping an intercontinental bal- 
listics missile, saying that a "So- 
viet victory in this race for dis- 
covery could turn the balance of 
world m i l i t a r y power upside 
down."

Ball Caught on First Bounce Was Out 
When Baseball Rules Drawn in 1845 
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Digging 
Divots

NEW' YORK i* — Did you know 


that the fust formal rules of base- 
ball drawn up by Alexander Cart- 
wright in 1845 saitt that a ball 
caught on first bounce was an out? 
Or that for one season, 1885. it 
was permissible to flatten the bat 
on one side? Or that only in 1887, 
did a base on balls count as a 
base hit? 


In the late Hy Turkin's "Base- 


ball Almanac'' for 195.T. we ran 
into a section listing all the im- 
port rules changes. 
It wasn't until the year Hugh 


Duffy of Boston set his all-time 
baiting record of .438. in 1895, that 
a. foul tip became a strike,, and 
n(>t until 1901 did 
the 
National 


League rule that balls which fell 
outside the foul lines were strikes. 
The American League didn't follow 
suit until 1905. 


From 1871 until 18S7 the batter 


was permitted to demand that 
the pitcher give him pither a 
high or a Jow ball to hit at. >*ot

been conceived before marriage. 


Before ihe six months was over, 


clinic psychologists had held con- 
ferences with Johnny's parents, 
talked to Johnny and won his con- 
fidence, 
given 
him 
personaltiy 


tests and tests of mental ability, 
watched him at pia.y in "diagnos- 
tic play sessions,"' and then spent 
hours in "play therapy" with him. 


When they had finished, Johnny 


had a much healthier and happier 
attitude toward 
life, his school 


work had improved 
immensely, 


and—most important, his parents 
made him feel wanted at home. 
"My Daddy is my pal .now." he 
said as he left the clinic for the 
last time. 


Although the clinic has six psy- 


chologists, a social worker and a 
psychiatrist on its stan, its facili- 
ties are utilized to capacity and 
usually there is a waiting list of 
cases. 


From Sept. 1. 1953, through Aug. 


31, 1954, the clinic handled 502
